MEXICO AND OIL. 


Ambassador Morrow handsomely 
declares that the adjustment of the 
long dispute about American oil 
wells in Mexican territory is due to 
the “voluntary act” of the Mexican 
Government. This is technically cor- 
rect. The first steps toward meet- 
ing the American contention were 
taken by the Supreme. Court of 
Mexico, which held to be unconsti- 
tutional those parts of the Mexican 
law which were retroactive and con- 
fiscatory with regard to American 
property. Next the Mexican Con- 
gress amended the statute; now by 
the Administration regulations have 
been issued which meet the Ameri- 
can viewpoint in almost every par- 
ticular. and promise to bring an 
unhappy controversy to anend. As 
Mr. Morrow says, this has been the 
unforced action of the Government 
of Mexico, but it undoubtedly has 
been facilitated and hastened by the 
excellent relations which our new 
Ambassador to Mexico has estab- 
lished with the President and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. It is not denied 
that there have been frequent and 
friendly discussions, of the oil ques- 
tion between our Embassy in Mexico 
City and the responsible Government 
officials. In such diplomatic -give 
and take there can be no doubt 
that the tact and skill] and knowl- 
edge of Ambassador Morrow have 
been utilized to the great advantage 
of all concerned. 

It has to be admitted that time 
and circumstance also helped our 
side. Mexico had a powerful motive 
for seeking a settlement of the diffi- 
culty. The Mexican-Government is 
cramped for funds, 1t has had to 
default on the service of its foreign 
debt. It has been put to great ex- 
pense in dealing with insurrection in 
various parts of the country. For. 
it the great curtailment of the out- 
put of oil, owing to the uncertain 
legal status. of the companies, was 
& very serious affair, both because 
it interfered with an essential Mexi- 
can industry and greatly cut down 
the flow of taxes into the Mexican 
Treasury. President CaLizs thus 
bad urgent reasons for desiring to 
remove this handicap on Mexican 
commerce and finance.

RUSSIAN BUREAUCRATS. 


From the beginning it was ap- 
parent that the case of the German 
engineers ‘arrested by the Soviet 
secret police on charges of sabotage 
in the Don industrial region had 
a significance beyond the foreign 
technicians. involved. The .back- 
ground of the mysterious affair is 
now emerging. Mr. DURANTY’S dis- 
patch in yesterday’s Times intimates 
that individual “ counter-revolution- 
ary” acts have occurred in the Don 
basin, the heart of Russia’s indus- 
trial life. But the opportunity and 
incentive are to be sought in a gen- 
eral state of discontent with the 
results of bureaucratic manage- 
ment. Indifference, incompetence 
and worse have come to the surface. 
Moscow has mobilized in the Don 
a little army of Communist lead- 
ers for the purpose of probing an 
““abscess” to the bottom. Com- 
munist leaders have become aware— 
not altogether suddenly—of a foe 
more dangerous to the Soviet ré- 
gime than counter-revolution; it is 
bureaucratism, 

This was one of the two chief 
issues in TROTSKY’S assault on.the 
Stalin régime.-TroTskyY insisted that 


‘the success of the ‘Communist ex- 


periment must be tested by the re- 
sults attained in the management of 
the nationalized industries. To make 
a success of them two things were 
needed—mioney and efficient direc- 
tion. ‘TROTSKY would have the nec- 
essary money raised by higher taxes 


on the peasantry. Efficiency and 
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zation,” even if it is inside of the 
Communist Party only, when. the 
present leaders at Moscow admit in 


favor of absolutism weakens per- 
ceptibly. Conceding to men like 
LENIN and “MUSSOLINI the best in- 
tentions imaginable, it is not likely 
that they can in the long run pre- 
vent benevolent absolutism from de- 
generating into bureaucratic oppres- 
sion, in the absence of a check from 
below, by the exercise of democratic 
liberties. 


“IN THE DAYS 0F THY YOUTH.” 


It is inconceivable that the new 
generation of Americans will not 
grow up with international minded- 
ness—at any rate, with some degree 
of intelligent comprehension of the 
other nations of the world. Even to 
follow the flights of aviators gives 
@ consciousness not only of the ex- 
istence of other lands and other 
peoples but also of the solidarity as 
well as variety of the human race. 
Hearing in one’s home voices from 
other continents or seeing men, wo- 
men and children who, though on the 
other side of the globe, are nearer 
than the nearest neighbors, yields 
contacts never dreamed of by races 
who once looked upon all strangers 
as barbarians. 

Through the schools and other 
agencies there will be a world of 
men and women a decade or two 
hence who will have come to be at 
home in any part of it, without loss 
of devotion to the land to which 
they are native. One of the agen- 
cies that have been most helpful in 
promoting this international under- 
standing is the Junior Red Cross, 
with its membership of several mil- 
lions of children. One of its activi- 
ties is an exchange of letters, pic- 
tures and handiwork between chil- 
dren of America and other countries. 
The Federal Council of Churches 
through its Committee on World 
Friendship Among Children is an- 
other. It has lately conducted an 
exchange in symbols of friendship 
most appreciated by the Japanese— 
from the Emperor to the least of his 
subjects—dolls; and it is now pre- 
paring other and more serviceable 
symbols of friendship for Mexican 
children. The World Federation of 
National Education Associations has 
undertaken a more comprehensive 
work, which should in time bring 
the programs of the various nations 
into definite conformity to interna- 
tional ideals. 

Special notice is invited at the mo- 
ment to publication by the League 
of Nations Non-Partisan Associa- 
tion of an “International Guide.” 
It consists of a list of books, plays 
and pageants, folk-songs and folk- 
dances, games, pictures, posters and 
maps, “ selected with the belief that 
“the surest inducement to young 
“ people to such an understanding of 
“the world is to present the world 
“to them in a comprehensible, hu- 
“man and interesting way.” The 
books are for children up to 12 years 
of age and from 12 to 16, with sup- 
vlementary readings which would be 
of benefit to older minds in acquir- 
ing the attitude into which readers 
of younger age will grow as by in- 
3tinct.

INTRODUCING MR. LOWDEN. 


During the session preceding the 
election of the President, Congress 
shall have power to make as many 
stump speeches as are unnecessary. 
Our orator for today is Mr. HoLA- 
DAY of Vermilion County, of Dan- 
ville, “Uncle JozE” CANNON’S suc- 
cessor, He recites the list of Mus· 


cept LoGAN, Governor YATES and 
Congressman MANN were natives. 
The State has been fortunate in 
imported talent, though Governor 
SMALL is a son of her soil. These 
eminences, including PULLMAN and

His 
time has been divided between

the Illinois Corn Belt, but he is a 
mighty cotton planter in Arkansas. 
He owns farms in Arizona, Michi- 
gan, Texas: 

Today he is one of the most ex- 
tensive landholders in the United 
States and is at once one of the 
largest cotton planters of the 
South and a prominent dairyman 
in the North. 

What could better recommend him 
to the small farmer? His admirable 
‘acord as Governor we all know. 
and his refusal of high office. Why 
did he decline the nomination for 
Vice President? “Because he felt 
“that his field of service to the na- 
“tion lay elsewhere.” So it was 
Mr. LOWDEN’S passion for “service” 


self, into what JEFFERSON called the 
“tranquil and unoffending station” 
of Vice President. His position on 
every public question has been 
“ fearlessly stated.” On prohibition 
and farm relief his fearlessness has 
not succeeded in convincing some of 
us exactly where he is at; but we 
are glad to take Mr. HOLADAY’s word 
for it.

This tactful specimen 
of formal compliment strangely irri- 
tated Mr, SCHAFER of Wisconsin, 
always more than sufficiently irri- 
tated by the Lafollettian saints. Is 
Mr. LOWDEN for modification of the 
Volstead act, like the majority of 
the Illinois voters? Where does he 
stand on the World Court, for which 
the majority of Illinois Representa- 
tives voted? Then came this un- 
worthy dig: 


I would like to have Mr. Lowpzn 
explain to the workingmen of this 
country whether the time is near 
at hand when the Pullman porters 
will be paid a living wage and not 
have to depend for the support of 
their families spon tips contributed 
by the traveling public.

When paper having de- 
Seymour Was clared that ‘“‘the 
Drafted. idea of drafting a 
candidate against 
his will is contrary to history and 
it has never been done in a Presi- 
dential election,” FranK Bercen cited 
the case of Horatio Ssrmour. He 
yielded to the Democratic Conven- 
tion of 1868, held in New York City, 
although as Chairman he had shouted 
from the platform, ‘‘Your candidate 
T cannot be.”’ 

His better judgment had told him 
that he should keep out of the con- 
test, but fidelity to his party, which 
had often honored him, seemed to 
leave him no other course than ac- 
quiescence. He polled 2,709,213 votes 
to 3,015,071 for General Grant and 
carried the States of New York, New 
Jersey, Maryland, Delaware, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana and Oregon, 
but the electoral vote stood 214 for 
Grant and 80 for Ssrmour. The de- 
feat ended Sermour’s political career. 

Having failed to adhere to a deci- 
sion not to be a nominee of his party 
for President, he would never more 
consider a nomination for any office. 
He considered his acceptance in 1868 
as the. political mistake of his life 
and in the recollection there was 
always a sting.

This treatment consists of regular exercise 
under water, by which the patient gradually 
regains the use of his limbs first under 
water and then normally: for it Is a well- 
known fact that paralyzed persons are able 
to move under water when they are unable 
to do so at other times. 

Some years ago a sanitarlum was founded, 
fn Los Angeles, exclusively for the water 
treatment of paralysis. Franklin Roosevelt 
became so impressed with the beneficial ef- 
fect of this treatment that he has founded 
a similar institution at Port Jefferson, Ga. 
These are the only two institutions in the 
country equipped with facilities for this 
water treatment and they have been so suc- 
cessful that the Hospital for the Ruptured 
and Crippled feels that thousands of paraly- 
sis sufferers would be benefited if this 
treatment could be given in this city. The 
swimming pool and exercising apparatus will 
cost approximately $7,000, and it is earnestly 
hoped that this sum can be raised this year.
